(b)  pay  to  Dix  &  WTbb  the  ‘total  amount  due’  (unless 
credit  terms  have  been  agreed  with  Dix  Sc  W'ebb  before 
the  auction). 

6  Dix  &  W'ebb  may,  at  its  absolute  discretion,  agree 
credit  terms  with  the  buyer  before  an  auction  under 
which  the  buyer  will  be  entitled  to  take  possession  of 
lots  purchased  up  to  an  agreed  amount  in  value  in 
advance  of  payment  by  a  determined  future  date  of  the
